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Jury Awards T. H. Lord $650 in Suit 
Against Jos. T. Lovejoy—Case 
Goes to Supreme Court. 


At the session of “the superior civil 
court which.bas been-held in Lawrence 
during the past week, the case of Turner 
H. Lord vs. Joseph I, Lovejoy, highway 
surveyor, was heard. 

Peters & Cole of Haverhill represented 
the plaintiff, Turner H. Lord, and Knox 


| & Coulson appeared for the defendant. 


The suit is one growing out of an acci- 
dent at the stone crusher on Mineral 
street, June 14, 1901. Lord was a team- 
ster employed by the town aiid while he 
was filling a cart with“crushed stone the 
bin from which he was taking it gave 
way and he was partially buried in 
crushed stone and severely injured. He 
sought $5,000 damages for personal in- 
juries and sued both the town and High- 
.way Surveyor Lovejoy in the hope that 


’one‘or the othér could be held accountable 


for the accident which was caused, he 
claims, by a defect in the crusher plant, 
in that the bin in which the crushed 
stone was stored was not properly sup- 
ported. 

Lord brought suit against the town 
for $5,000 damages, but the court 
could not see that the town could be 
held responsible for the accident and 
returned a verdict for the defendant. 
Lord then brought suit against High- 
way Surveyor Lovejoy and the case was 
heard in Lawrence the first of the week 
with the result that at the opening of 
the session of the court on ‘Tuesday 
morning the jury returned a sealed ver- 


dict of $650 for the plaintiff. On Mon-_ 
day the testimony was taken up. 
F. M. Smith testified that Mr. Lord 


told him that he should present no claim 
against the town since he had been 
warned not to go under the bin, the 
breaking down of which caused his in- 
ury. 
} Mrs. Elizabeth Carter testified that 
she called .at Lord's house soon after the 
accident and he made the remark that 
he ought not to have backed his team 
under the pit, as he had-been warned 
that it was liable to break down. 

‘The evidence was all in at 11 o’clock 
and then the arguments were presented. 

Mr. Knox, representing the defendant, 
maintained that according to the evi-

The Guild Meeting. 


There will be a meeting of the towns- 
people in the lower Town hall on next 
‘Tuesday evening, December Ist, at 7.30 
o’clock, to inaugurate the outside work 
of the Guild during the coming winter and 
spring, and it is desired that the parents 
of all children, who wish to enter the 
competitions, should be present, so as to 
learn what is desired of them and their 
children. It has been decided that be- 
tween the first of December and the first 
of June, two periods of work will be de- 
termined, each taking about one-hali of 
that interval, and at the close of each 
period there will bea public meeting at 
which the various contestants will com- 
pete for a series of prizes to be offered 
for efficient work. 

There will be three classes of contest- 
ants: the first, of children under twelve 
years of age; the second, of those be- 
tween twelve and fifteen; the third, of 
those between fifteen and twenty. The 
first class will study the habits of our 
common animals; the second the origin 
and process of manufacture of the ma- 
terials of which our houses are made, 
and our common utensils and furniture.

At@the beginning of the term of work

it is advised that all should try to attend 
the opening meeting where, once for all 
the method of work will be fully de- 
scribed and the rules governing the com- 
petition given out. 

As the work of the two lowest classes 
necessitates considerable instruction, and 
especially as the youngest class, from 
its age, is unable to do much in the 
way of reading and research, there will 
be given to the members of each class a 
series of talks upon the group of sub- 
jects within which the competition is 
to be made.

Abbot Academy Recital. 


In the Boston Herald of Nov. 18, Mr. 
Phillip Hale thus speaks of the great 


quartet by Cesar Franck, played by the 
Kneisels on the 17 and which will be 
heard at the first Abbot recital Dec. 3rd. 

Besides Franck’s quartette there will 
be music by Dittersdorf, Beethoven and 
with Mrs. Tapper, pianist, assis ting, 
Bach’s Double Concert and Schumann’s 
Quintette in E flat; truly this is a re- 
markable programme. 


“The feature of the concert was the 
performance of Cesar Franck’s marvel- 
lous quartet. Whenever and wherever 
this nobly beautiful composition is well 
played, it must be the feature of the 
concert, however honorable the names 
that are also found on the programme. 
The only chamber work that could dis- 
pute the supremacy is the piano quintet 
by the same composery or possibly one of 
the last quartets by Beethoven. 
“Much has been written of late jn 
Germiiny about ideal concert halls and 
ideal programmes, ,and much. ink has 
been shed in. proposals for reformation. 
Without doubt the modern concert hall 
| is too brilliantly lighted, and the “deco- 

rations as a rule either distract the 
| hearer or shake his soul with terror, or 
plunge him into an abyss of gloom. 
| Chamber music would not be heard to 
| advantage either in the salon of a Fall 
|. River boat or in the tomb of the Capu- 
lets. 

| “If there were ever need of an ideal 
| hallit would be for the performance 
land the thorough appreciation of 
Franck’s quartet. 

“The lights should be lowered; there 
| should be a pause of from five to ten 
; minutes between the movements for 
\ameditation, and not tor chatter, not for 
perfunctory and unmeaning expressions 
of gushing delight; not for envious or 
satirical observation by women of their 
neighbors’ costumes. ‘There should be 
no applause, either with hands, feet, 
canes or umbrellas. The concert should 
be asasolemn religious service. For 
this music is in the highest and purest 
sense religious. ‘IO use the words of 
Sir Thomas Browne it arouses a deep fit 
of devotion and a profound contempla- 
tion of the First Composer. No music 
should precede or follow this quartet. 

“Franck has been reproached for mys 

ticism; but his mysticism pierces the 
clouds and does rot dwell among them. 
Nor is he pure spirit; he is of flesh and 
blood; but his passion is white, not red, 
and it is therefore the more intense; as 
St. Theresa was more passionate than 
Cleopatra. Such musical expression is 
unique. 
! “And the mere workmanship is more 
and more a marvel. The melodic 
thought is incessant and individual; the 
harmonic treatment is singularly 
original; the contrapuntal devices are 
masterly; and yet melodic thought and 
technical skill serve chiefly to weave 
moods. A pure and lofty soul comforts 
and consoles and reminds, persuades, 
convinces the down-hearted and the op- 
pressed that the rattling clod or the urn 
of ashes is not the end of hope and aspir- 
ation. 

After such music, a ‘cello sonata by 
Beethoven, played as it was, delight- 
fully and with surpassing artistry, 
seemed distinctively of the polite world 
of the middle class; and ears that had 
been attuned to heavenly strains were 
in no condition to listen to music by 
Johannes Brahms. 

I. is enough to say of the performance 
of Franck’s quartet that it was a full 
and sympathetic interpretation. It was 
a performance such as is heard perhaps 
| once in a lifetime.

HEARING ON DOUBLE TRACKS |REIP & 


Strong Opposition to Granting the Franchise— 


Selectmen Withhold Their Decision. 


While there was no specific opposi- 
tion to the laying of @ouble tracks in 
Andover to connect with the doub‘e 
tracks of the Boston & Northern Street 
Railway company in this city, at the 
hearing held before the Andover select- 
men Monday afternoon, the citizens 
present gave the selectmen to under- 
stand in no unmistakable terms that 
they want no further privileges grant- 
ed the company until many concessicens 
are secured, 

After considerable discussien a vote 
was taken to the effect that if a double 
track.franehise is granted the citizens 
want ‘the tracks laid through to And- 
over Square and not stop at Harding 
street which is the point designated in 
the petition of the street railway com- 
pany. ; 

The street railway. company was 
reundly scored by sever®! citizens. John 
L. Smith declared that the street rail- 
way had been a curse to the town in 
more ways than one and that the road 
has treated the citizens of Andover in 
a very shabby manner. 

Rev. A. T. Belknap, John H. Soehrens, 
Walter S. Donald and John N. Cole 
all vigorousiy protested against what 
they considered an unfair 


fact that passengers who-happen t9 
board a Reading bound car below the 
Square are required to pay fifteen 
cents instead of ten cents to Reading. 
It was argued that passengers should 
be carried from any part of Andover to 
Reading for ten cents and from any 
part of the town to Lawrence for five 
cents. 

A vigorous protest was presented by 
citizens of Ballardvale, who urged the 
selecimen not to grant another favor 
to the Boston & Northern until a track 
had been laid to Ballardvale. John 
Clinton, voicing the sentiment of the 
residents of that district, said that for 
the valuable franchise it asks -for, the 
road ought to be able to provide a line 
which would accommodate the resi- 
dents of ‘Ballardvale, who now have .to 
depend upon two or three trains a day. 

Col.. Woodward, who represented the 
petitioners, explained why the road 
wished double tracks. He said that it 
was the logical result of the petition 
of the road ‘some time,ago. far ng 
turnout in rrye village. The” se@lect- 
men had granted the location asked for 
but later wanted the double tracks ex- 
tended beyond Simpson’s bridge and 
the bridge widened, The road there- 
fore thought that. it would be far better 
for the service to build ‘double tracks 
from the Lawrence and Andover boun- 
dary line to Harding street, since the 
request of the selectmen would make 


the proposed turnout reachenearly to 


|

oi transfers, calling attention to the 


Harding street. He said that the 
company intends to run through cars 
to Boston and feels that the only way 
good service can be secured is by lay: 
ing double tracks. 

John N. Cole asked if the road had 
exhausted every known means to im- 
prove the service on their single track 
and if the street railway officials are 
satisfied that the traffic demands dou- 
ble tracks. Mr. Cole said he called at- 
tention to this because the road -had 
been talking block signals, ete., for a 


jong time but had failed to put- them 
n. 


Col. Woodward said that ‘while bleck 
signals generally work .well, sometimes 
they do not and it. is generally during 
storms and when.cars are late that 
they do not work and then accidents 
occur, He said that the road “would 
not petition for double tracks if it did 
not think the service required it, for it 
eertainly would not go to a big addi- 
tional expense if the public could be 
properly accommodated with one track. 
He said it was for Andover citizens to 
decide whether they wish to submit to 
turnout delays or give the company a 
chance to lay two tracks and thus make 
it certain that the service will be great- 
ly improved. Col. Woodward said that 
the Ballardvale project shvuuid be 
looked at in a businesslike way. He 
declared that it would not pay to build 
the line and that no street railway 
would undertake it at present, any 
more than Ballardvale people wou'd in- 


vest their money in something they 
knew would not pay. It was particu- 
larly noticeable that Col. Woodward 


made no reference whatever in his re- 
marks to the request that the tracks 
be brought wp to the square, and John 
N. Cole said that it was evident that 
the road does not. wish to lay another 


track from Harding street to the 
Square because of the expense of the 
undertaking, since it would be neces- 


sary to widen 
houses back.

track location is granted now without 
compelling the road to lay the ‘tracks 
to the square at its own expense, the 
state will compel the laying. of. the 
track over this short stretch later and 
then the town would be assessed by the 
county for-a big portion of the expense. 
He said that for the valuable privi- 
leges which the road has secured from 
the town it ought to be willing to run 
its double tracks to the square and if 
it would not willingly do so, it ought to 
be made to.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 


Tammas was an elder of the Seceder 
kirk. He was, in his day, a noted man in 
many ways. ‘In height, be was six feet, 
two and one-fourth inches. His chest 
measurement was forty-four inches. | I 
| have beard him say that when he was in 
| condition he just weighed sixteen stone, 

twa pund — 226 pounds. He would just 
| be right for football. He was 85 years 
| of age when I first saw him. He was sit- 
| ting at his cottage door. He aiways 
; wore an old Kilmarnock, red nightcap, 

the tassel hanging down his back. It 
was 8 fine autumn afternoon. He had | 
no coat on, but his pure white linen 
shirt put our new fangled shirtwaists 
nowhere. When Tammas was born, 
1755, there were no railways, locomotives, 
steamboats, or telephones. A few years 
) before he died he went twenty tiles to 
; See the new wonders.” His remark was 
that they were a’ richt, just driving like 
Jehu, and maybe carrying the licht 
headed folks fastér to the Deevil. 

Of course, during the 92 years he lived, 
he had seen many changes, and had, like 
most of us, his ups. and doons in life. 
He had been reared on a farm. They, at 
that time in Scotland, grew flax for 
fibre, spun it into yarn on the hand- 
wheel, and wove the yarn into linen on 
the handloom. Seeing that this linen 
could be sold at a protit, Tammas hired 
a dozen weavers, bought yarn to make 
his linen, and also fitted up a place to 
| bleach his yarns and cloth. Continuing 
| to live on his farm, and also do a big 
trade in buying and selling cattle, you 
can see he was an important man in his 
day. His wife died, his only son was 
drowned. At 8) years of age ine sold his 
farm and linen businéss, and, with his 


daughter Mary, took a little cottage witb 
half an acre of land near our village. 


This place had belonged to a gardener, 
and produced grand fruit,—gooseberries, 
strawberries, raspberries, blackberries, 
and currants—very fine pears, as well as 
the best of vegetables. I do not believe 
that I ever saw so neat a place. The 
cottage, insids and out, was as clean as 
driven snow. The roses. and’ honey- 
suckles climbing up the walls, and Mary 
sitting sewing “white seam”, her hair 
turning gray, her tall, slim figure and 
her modest nun-like dresg giving a grace 
and dignity: to all her movements, and 
her clear, sparkling, black eyes looked 
iowtagiy at her father, as he told me he 
had heard I was a kjnd .o’ honest--boy 
‘and wanted me to help bim to gather his 
berries. You see, he said, “I am now 85 
and am no just as supple as I. was at 25. 
You can eat all the fruit you want. The 
Scripture says not to muzzle the ox that 
treads out the corn, but you must not 
pouch them and sell ther’as the rascal I 
had last year-did.”’ After promising to 
be honest, I was hired when the school 
closed to be auld Tammas Duffus’s hired 
man. I got a silver tourpenny bit as 
“arrals"’, clenching the bargain with 
the remark that Paul spoke of the 
earnest of our inheritance, you ken, that 
was just the arrals he meant. ; 
Our old friend had a handloom fitted

BOSTON, Nov. 25—The official vote 
cast at the state eleétion was announ- 
ced today at the state house. The re- 
turns show’ that Governor John L. 
Baes received a total of 199,684 votes 
throughout the commonwealth, a piu=- 
rality of ,35,984 or a majority of 2,889 
and that Lieut-Governor .Curtis Guiid, 
Jr., received but a few thousand less, 
his total being 194,520. Last year’s vote 
was 196,276 for Bates and 191,997 for 
Guild. Col. William A. Gaston, the 
Democratic candidate for governor re- 
ceived this year 163,700 votes as against 
159,156 last year. Richard Olney, 2nd 
Democratic candidate for Lieut.-Gover- 
nor, received this year 147,142; jin 1902 


Herbert C. Joyner who was the demo- | 


cratic nominee for Lieut.-Governor had 
a total of 137,614. 

The vote cast for the Socialist can- 
didate for governor shows a falling off 
from last year. John C. Chase of Ha- 
verhill the Socialist gubernatorial nom- 
inee received at the last election 25,- 
251 or 8,378 less than he received as a 
candidate in 1902. 

Thomas F. Brennan of Salem, So- 
cialist labor candidate for governor re- 


ceived this year 4,561 as against 6,079 | 


polled last year by Michael T. Berry, 
the nominee of the same party. 

The prohibition vote for 
also shows a decline. Oliver W. Cobb 
of Easthampton the candidate for gov- 
ernor, received 3,278 This year Wil- 
liam H. Partridge, prohibition nominee 
had: 3,538,

The 41st public winter meeting of the 
Massachusetts state board of agricul- 
| ture for lectures and discussions will be 

held at Athol on December 1, 2 and 3 
next. These meetings were inaugurated 
by the-board in 1863, Massachusetts set- 
ting the example of other states, and 
have been held each year since that 
time. The lectures delivered at these 
meetings are included in the annual re- 
ports of the board and their popularity 
and value is shown by the great call each 
year for this report by farmers and 
others interested in agriculture. 

An especially attractive subject is pro- 
vided for the morning of Tuesday, Dec. 
1, ina lecture on ‘Progressive and Prof- 
itable Poultry Culture,” by Prof. A. A. 
Brigham, of Marlboro, Mass Prof. 
Brigham was formerly at the Rhode 
Island agricultural college, where he es- 
tablished the pioneer course of the 
country, and-is now connected with the 
Columbia School of Poultry Culture. 

In the afternoon Dr. Bb. E. Fernon, of 
Ithaca, N. Y., lately chief of the division 
of forestry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, will speak on “A Forest Policy 
for Massachusetts.” 

The evening lecture will be by the 
Hon. Carroll L. Wright, U. S. commis- 
sioner of labor and president of Clark 
University, on ‘The Value of Art and 
Skill in Industry.’’ This lecture was ar- 
ranged at the special request of the 
townspeople of Athol, and an intellec- 
tual treat is assured them. 

On the morning of the second day, Dr. 
Geo. M. Twichell, editor of the Maine 
Farmer will address the meeting on 
“The Outlook for New England Agricul- 
ture.” 

In the afternoon the well knowg Wor- 
cesterghorsebreeder and whip, Mr.“War- 
ry W. Smith will speak on “he Success- 
ful Type of Horse may be Profitably 
Raised by New England Farmers.” His 
knowledge of the horse and the types of 
horse most readily marketable makes his 
advice of much value, 

On Thursday, the last day, there will 
be but one lecture, the meeting closing 
at noon to allow all to reach their 
homes that night. Dr. H. J. Wheeler of 
Kingston, R. L., one of the foremost ag- 
ricultural chemists of the country, will 
speak on “The Manurial Problems of 
Soil Renovation and Improvement.” 

A-reception to the board of agricul- 
ture and others atténding the meeting 
tendered by the citizens of Athol on 
Wednesday evening will mark the. social 
side of the occasion. 

The public sessions of the board will. 
be held at the Academy of Music, and 
its headquarters will be at the Pequig 
House.
